Preamble: 

Clause 4 and 5 of Article 243-T of the Constitution of India, sub-section (1) of Section 10 
read with Section 421 of Karnataka Municipal Corporations Act, 1976, the Karnataka Municipal 
Corporations (Election) Rules, 1979 provides for reservation of the offices of the Mayors and 
Deputy Mayors in the City Corporations to SCs, STs, BCs and Women on rotation basis. 

2. During 1995-2000, 2000-2005 and 2007-2012 the offices of Mayor and Deputy Mayor 
in City Corporations were reserved on the basis of the Karnataka Municipal Corporations 
(Election) Rules, 1995 and Karnataka Municipal Corporations (Election) Rules, 2007. 

3. In a batch of Writ Petitions No. 39675 and others of 2004 on the subject, the Honhle 
High Court of Karnataka in its orders dated 8.11.2004 has held that the rotation has to be clear 
and definitely ascertainable and shall be a fixed one. 
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4. In Karnataka Municipalities and certain other law (Amendment) Act, 2012 (Karnataka 
Act No. 32 of 2012), Karnataka Municipalities Act, 1964 (Karnataka Act No. 22 of 1964) has been 
amended as follows: 

(i) in section 10, in sub-section (1 A),- 

(a) in clause (b), after the second proviso, the following shall be inserted, namely: 

“Provided also that the number of offices of Mayor and Deputy Mayor reserved for the 
backward classes under this clause shall be so determined that the total number of offices of 
Mayor and Deputy Mayor reserved for the scheduled castes and the scheduled tribes under clause 
(a) and the backward classes under this clause shall not exceed fifty percent of the total number 
of offices of Mayor and Deputy Mayor of the City Corporations in the State.” 

(b) in clause (c), for the words “not less than one third of the total number of offices of 
Mayor and Deputy Mayor”, the words “not more than fifty percent of the total number of offices of 
Mayor and Deputy Mayor” shall be substituted. 

5. In view of the orders of the Honble Supreme Court of India read at SI.No.6 above, the 
State Election Commission of Karnataka has conducted elections for 2013-2017 on the basis of 
2007 ward wise reservation notification. In view of the 2011 census and Karnataka Municipal 
Corporations (Election) (Amendment) Rules, 2014 dated:21-08-2014 read at SI No. 5 above it is 
necessary to modify the existing guidelines at read at SI.No. 7, governing the rotational 
requirements of offices of the Mayors and Deputy Mayors in the Municipal Corporations. Hence 
this order. 

Government Order No. UDD 92 MLR 2014, Bangalore, Dated: 27-08-2014 

After detailed examination of all the aspects of the matter, it is ordered that the following 
general principles shall be kept in view for the rotation of reservation of the offices of the Mayors 
and Deputy Mayors in the City Corporations. 

i) Such numbers of offices of Mayors/Deputy Mayors in the City Corporations shall 
be reserved for SC/ST, Backward Class (A & B) and Women as per Rule 73-A of the 
Karnataka Municipal Corporations (Election) Rules, 1979. 

ii) The cycle of rotation of the offices of Mayors/Deputy Mayors shall commence from 
the date of publication of Karnataka Municipal Corporations (Election) (Second 
Amendment) Rules 1995, in the Karnataka Gazette i.e., 20 th December 1995. This 
will be applicable in the case of newly constituted City Corporations also. In respect 
of a CMC upgraded as a City Corporation, the reservations of the previous four 
terms as CMC shall be considered and the roster for the Corporation applied w.e.f. 
the current position in the cycle. 

iii) The number of seats for the SC/STs to be reserved for the offices of 
Mayors/Deputy Mayors in City Corporations, shall bear, as nearly as may be, the 
same proportion to the total number of such offices in the State as the population 
of the SC/ST in the State, on the basis of 2011 Census. 

iv) The reservation of the offices of Mayors/Deputy Mayors in City Corporations in 
favour of SC/ST candidates in the State shall be determined by the Government 
based on the highest percentage of SC/ST population with reference to the total 
population of the City concerned as per Rule 73-A (2) of Karnataka Municipal 
Corporation (Election) Rules, 1979. The ULBs shall be arranged on the basis of 
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decreasing percentage of population of SC/ST as the case may be while making 
such allotment. 

v) As far as possible, the rotation in respect of other categories shall ensure that there 
is no repetition of reservation of a seat with reference to the reservation in the 
previous terms. 

vi) A woman candidate will be eligible to contest a seat which is not reserved for the 
woman category, either for Mayor or Deputy Mayor, in the case of an election to 
such posts. 

vii) Both the office of the Mayor and Deputy Mayor of the City Corporations shall not 
be allotted in favour of the same category viz. Scheduled caste, scheduled Tribe, 
Backward Class and Woman. 

viii) The categories of offices of the Mayors and Deputy Mayors as determined in the Rule 
73-A of the Karnataka Municipal Corporation (Election) Rules, 1979 shall be allotted 
in the following manner. 



The number of posts will be fixed as per Rules 73-A KMC (Elections) rules 1979, when the 
number of posts is an odd number, the posts will be alternated annually between the Mayor and 
the Deputy Mayor in view of the fact that they cannot be equally distributed for both the posts viz. 
Mayor and Deputy Mayor. 

ix) The sequence in the process of reservation of offices of Mayors and Deputy Mayors 

in City Corporations shall be as under; 

a) Every Corporation shall be arranged in a decreasing order of percentage of SC 
population. Thereafter Reservation for the Scheduled Caste shall be done on 
rotation based upon declining population of Scheduled Castes. 

b) A similar exercise shall be followed for ST category i.e. every Corporation shall 
be arranged in a decreasing order percentage of ST population and thereafter 
reservation for ST shall be done on the basis of rotation. 

c) Thereafter a combined list of all Corporations in alphabetical order in English 
language shall be prepared indicating the points fixed for SCW/ST/SC/STW 
as per (a) & (b) above. Next allotment of seats for other categories shall be as 
per following cycle BCAW-> G ->BCBW ->G ->BCA ->GW->BCB. 
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d) The proceedings shall be drawn up indicating the reasons for reservation of 
seats in respect of each category of the offices of Mayor and Deputy Mayor of 
City Corporation wise. 

x) These guidelines should be read with the Karnataka Municipal Corporations 
(Election) Rules, 1979, as amended from time to time.

Seventh Amendment to the KERC (Recovery of Expenditure for Supply of Electricity) 
Regulations, 2004. 

Preamble: 

Whereas, Section 46 of the Electricity Act, 2003 empowers the State Commission to authorize by 
way of Regulations, a Distribution Licensee to charge from a person requiring a supply of 
electricity in pursuance of Section 43, any expenses reasonably incurred in providing any 
electrical line or plant used for the purpose of giving that supply, the Commission by virtue of the 
said powers, read with Section 181 of the Act has notified “KERC (Recovery of Expenditure for 
Supply of Electricity) Regulations, 2004" in the Notification No:Y/01/4 dated 12-11-2004 and the 
same was published in Part-3 of Gazette of Karnataka dated 16-12-2004. 

Consequent to requests made by BESCOM, GESCOM and consumers, the Commission deemed it 
appropriate to bring in amendments to the existing KERC (Recovery of Expenditure for Supply of 
Electricity) Regulations, 2004. 

Draft Amendments were notified in the Gazette of Karnataka vide Notification No: 
KERC/D/14/13-14, Bangalore, dated 20-02-2014 inviting objections/suggestions/views from the 
stakeholders. The draft amendment was hosted on the Commission’s website 
www.karnataka.gov.in/kerc and was also notified in the newspapers for the information of 
public/interested persons. The Commission has received response from the stakeholders 
including BESCOM and CESC. Further, the Commission has also held a ‘Public Hearing’ on 
04.07.2014 in the matter. The Commission also held discussions with all ESCOMs in the matter 
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during the meeting held on 14 th July, 2014. The Commission after considering the 
views/suggestions from the Stakeholders has finalized the amendments. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 181 read with Section 46 and Sub- 
Section^) of Section 43 of the Electricity Act 2003 and all powers enabling it in that behalf, the 
Karnataka Electricity Regulatory Commission hereby makes the following Regulations further to 
amend KERC(Recovery of Expenditure for Supply of Electricity) Regulations, 2004. 

I. Title and commencement: 

a) These Regulations may be called the KERC (Recovery of Expenditure for Supply of 
Electricity) (Seventh amendment) Regulations, 2004. 

b) These Regulations shall come into force from the date of publication in the official gazette 
of Karnataka. 

c) These Regulations shall extend to the whole of the State of Karnataka. 

II. Amendments to following Clauses of KERC (Recovery of Expenditure for Supply of 
Electricity) Regulations, 2004.

Where the requisitioned load is 25 KW or 
more or built up area in the premises of the 
applicant exceeds 500 sq. meters the 
Applicant shall provide the required space in 
his premises and also provide at his cost 
electric line, distribution transformer and 
associated equipments. The transformer so 
provided by the applicant shall be dedicated 
to the premises of such Applicant. The details 
of space to be provided by the Applicant are 
as follows: 

a) An electrical room with RCC roof having 
clear floor area of 5 meters X 4 meters 
with a vertical clearance of 2.75 meters 
with locking facility, exhaust fans and 
adequate size of cable duct, shall be 
provided at the ground floor within the 
Applicant's premises nearer to the main 
entrance for installing floor mounted 
distribution transformer and associated 
switchgear or 

b) A clear space of 3 meters X 5 meters 

open to the sky shall be provided 
within the Applicant's premises 
preferably at the main entrance for 
installing structure mounted 

distribution transformer and 

switchgear. 

Where the requisitioned load is 35 KW or 
more or built up area in the premises of the 
Applicant exceeds 800 Sq. meters, the 
Applicant shall provide the required space in 
his premises and also provide at his cost 
electric line, distribution transformer and 
associated equipments. The transformer so 
provided by the applicant shall be dedicated 
to the premises of such Applicant. The 
details of space to be provided by the 
Applicant are as follows: 

a) An electrical room with RCC roof having 
clear floor area of 5 meters X 4 meters 
with a vertical clearance of 2.75 meters 
with locking facility, exhaust fans and 
adequate size of cable duct, shall be 
provided at the ground floor within the 
Applicant's premises nearer to the main 
entrance for installing floor mounted 
distribution transformer and associated 
switchgear, or 

b) A clear space of 3 meters X 5 meters 
open to the sky shall be provided within the 
Applicant's premises preferably at the main 
entrance for installing structure mounted 
distribution transformer and switchgear 

Explanation: 

Conditions specified in this sub-clause 
shall also be applicable to the applicant 
when his total built up area inclusive of 
existing area exceeds 800 sq meters or the 
total load of the premises inclusive of 
existing sanctioned load exceeds 35 kW.

In the case of Applicant whose building plan 
is sanctioned by the Local Authority prior to 
25.8.2005 in the Gazette of Karnataka and if 
the Applicant is unable to provide the space 
for erection of transformer, switchgear and 
other allied equipment, the Licensee shall 
arrange power supply to the Applicant from 
the existing transformer or by installing a 
new transformer duly collecting charges 
towards electric line and plant as indicated 
below:

c) In the case of Applicants whose 

requisitioned load is less than 25 KW 
but built up area is more than 500 
square meters, in such cases, onetime 
payment of Rs.20, 800/- towards cost of 
electric line / plant shall be collected 
from the Applicant. The Licensee shall 
not collect any further amount from the 
Applicant even if the Applicant 
requisitions additionalloads 

subsequently up to a total load (existing 
+ additional) of less than 25 KW. 

In addition to the above Rs.1000/- per 
kW for loads 3 kW shall be collected in 
BruhathBangalore MahanagaraPalike 
Area and BDA Areas towards HT/LT UG 
cable / ABC system.

In case of following installations, Clause 
no.3.1.5 is not applicable if the requisitioned

Theatres of Film Societies, Art Galleries, 
Auditoriums and charitable / Religious 
institutions registered under section 12-A of 
Income Tax Act, Temples, Mosques, 
Churches, Gurudwaras and other places of 
worship, Youth centers and Vocational 
centers, Single dwelling house. However, if 
the requisitioned load is 35 kW and above 
Clause no. 3.1.5 shall be applicable.

However,in respect of new building whose 
building plan is sanctioned after 25.8.2005 
i.e., the date of publication of Second 
Amendment No: Y/01/4 dated 25.8.2005 in 
the Gazette of Karnataka, with requisitioned 
load of more than 25 KW or built up area is 
more than 500 Sq. Meters, where the 
Applicant should have provided the required 
space in his premises and should have 
provided at his own cost electric line, 
distribution transformer and associated 
equipments as per this Clause but not 
provided by the Applicant, the Licensee shall 
not arrange power supply for such building.

3.1.7 

The above sub-clause 3.1.5 is applicable to 1) 
Consumers whose plan is sanctioned before 
25-08-05 & are serviced subsequently 2) for 
existing Consumers serviced prior to 25-08- 
05 seeking additional loads, where addition 
of such loads makes the total load to be 25 
kW or above. Sub-clause 3.1.5 is also 
applicable to existing Consumers serviced 
prior to 25-08-05 when their total built up 
area exceeds 500 sq. meters. In such cases, 
the Consumer shall provide space for the 
transformer as noted under sub-clause 3.1.5 
and install the transformer at his own cost. 

The above sub-clause 3.1.5 is applicable to 

1) Consumers whose plan is sanctioned 
before 25-08-05 & are serviced subsequently, 

and 

2) for existing consumers serviced prior to 
25-08-05 seeking additional loads,where 
addition of such loads makes the total load to 
be 35 kW or above. Sub-clause 3.1.5 is also 
applicable to existing consumers serviced 
prior to 25-08-05 when their total built up 
area exceeds 800 sq. meters. In such cases, 
the consumer shall provide space for the 
transformer as noted under sub-clause 3.1.5 
and install the transformer at his own cost.

Where additional loads are requisitioned for 
existing installations and addition of such 
loads makes the total load to be less than 25 
kW but the addition of built up area makes 
the total built up area (existing + additional 
built up area) to be more than 500 sq.

Rs. 20,800/- towards cost of electric line / 
plant shall be collected from the Applicant. 
The Licensee shall not collect any further 
amount from the Applicant even if the 
Applicant requisitions for additional loads, 
subsequently up to a total load (existing+ 
additional) of less than 25 kW. 

Where additional loads are requisitioned for 
existing installations and addition of such 
loads makes the total load to be less than 35 
kW but the addition of built up area makes 
the total built up area (existing + additional 
built up area) to be more than 800 sq. 
meters in such cases, onetime payment of 
170,800/- Rupees towards cost of electric 
line / plant shall be collected from the 
Applicant. The Licensee shall not collect any 
further amount from the Applicant even if the 
Applicant requests for additional loads, 
subsequently up to a total load (existing+ 
additional) of less than 35 KW. 


In addition to the above Rs.1000/- per kW 
shall be collected in BruhathBangalore 
MahanagaraPalike Area and BDA Areas 
towards HT/LT UG cable / ABC system for 
the additional requisitioned load only. 

In addition to the above Rs.1000/- per kW 
shall be collected in Bruhath Bangalore 
Mahanagara Palike Area and BDA Areas 
towards HT/LT UG cable / ABC system for 
the additional requisitioned load only .

In case of layouts approved by competent 
authority, the developer shall execute at his 
cost the electric line/plant such as extension 
works including extension of 11 kV line /ABC 
cable, transformer, LT lines /ABC cable etc., 
but excluding improvement / augmentation 
works in the station and/or works of 
strengthening of the distribution main, 
subject to the condition that:

/ augmentation works in the station and/ or 
works of strengthening of the distribution 
main, the developer shall execute at his cost 
the electric line/plant such as extension of 
works including extension of 11 kV line/UG 
Cable /AB cable, LT lines /UG Cable/ AB 
cable, mounting structure for distribution 
transformer, etc., and shall deposit with 
the licensee the cost of distribution 
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(iii) The developer shall execute an agreement 
on stamp paper of required denomination, 
affirming his consent to maintain the lines 
and transformer centers erected in the layout 
till 25%of the Applicants avail power supply 
to the houses in the layout. After the 
completion of works satisfactorily by the 
developer and after a minimum of 25% of the 
Applicants avail power supply in the layout, 
the entire Distribution System along with the 
transformer(s) shall be taken over by the 
Distribution Licensee, without payment of 
any charges for the purpose of maintenance.

Erection of transformers shall be in 
accordance with the Central Electricity 
Authority (Technical Standards for 
Construction of Electrical Plants and 
Electric Lines) Regulations, 2010 and its 
amendments from time to time. 


(iii) After the satisfactory completion of 
works by the developer, the entire 
Distribution System shall be taken over by 
the Distribution Licensee duly collecting 
one time maintenance charges at the rate 
of FIVE per cent of the total cost of 
electrification of the layout towards 
maintaining the Distribution network in 
the layout. 

The Distribution licensee shall install the 
required distribution transformers and 
allied materials/equipment in the layout 
on the basis of the electricity demand by 
the consumers from time to time.

Third Amendment to the various Clauses of Conditions of Supply of Electricity of 
Distribution Licensees in the State of Karnataka (CoS), 2006. 

Preamble 

The Conditions of Supply of Electricity of the Distribution Licensees in the State of Karnataka 
(CoS) was notified in the Karnataka Gazette on 17 th June, 2006. Subsequently the first and 
second amendments were notified on 20 th March, 2008 and 22 nd July, 2010 respectively. 

BESCOM, GESCOM and consumers have represented to the Commission regarding certain 
difficulties being experienced in implementation of a few Clauses of Conditions of Supply of 
Electricity of Distribution Licensees in the State of Karnataka and sought amendment to various 
Clauses of CoS. Further, due to implementation of mandatory ToD tariff for HT 2(a) and HT 2(b) 
installations as per the Tariff Order dated 30 th April, 2012, the same needs to be incorporated in 
the CoS. 

Draft Amendments were notified vide Notification No: KERC/CoS/D/13/13-14, Bangalore, dated 
20-02-2014 inviting objections/suggestions/views from the stakeholders. The draft amendment 
was hosted on the Commission’s website www.karnataka.gov.in/kerc and was also notified in the 
newspapers for the information of public/interested persons. The Commission has received 
response from the stakeholders including BESCOM and CESC. The Commission has also held a 
‘Public Hearing’ on 04.07.2014 in the matter. Further, the Commission has also held discussions 
with all ESCOMs in the matter during the meeting held on 14 th July, 2014. The Commission after 
considering the views/suggestions from the stakeholders has finalized the amendments. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 16 of the Electricity Act, 
2003(Central Act of 2003) read with Condition 7.3 of the KERC (Conditions of License for 
ESCOMs) Regulations, 2004 and all powers enabling it in that behalf, the Karnataka Electricity 
Regulatory Commission hereby makes the amendments to the following clauses of Conditions of 
Supply of Electricity of the Distribution Licensees in the State of Karnataka, 2006. 

1. Title and commencement: 

d) This may be called the Third amendment to the various Clauses of Conditions of Supply 
of Electricity of the Distribution Licensees in the State of Karnataka, 2006. 

e) This shall extend to the whole of the State of Karnataka. 

f) This shall apply to all the Licensees engaged in the business of distribution of electricity 
under section 14 of the Electricity Act, 2003 and the consumers of electricity. 

g) This shall come into force from the date of publication in the official Gazette of Karnataka.

Estimate and power sanction 

In case the requirements as in 4.03 (ii) are 
not fulfilled within the stipulated time and 
the Applicant is not ready to avail himself 
of power supply, the application shall be 
treated as cancelled and the responsibility 
of the Licensee to pay penalty for failure to 
provide power supply ceases.

Estimate and power sanction 

If the requirements as prescribed in 4.03 (ii) 
are not fulfilled within ONE HUNDRED 
EIGHTY DAYS in respect of installations for 
Street Light,Water Supply and Irrigation 
Pump Set under schemes of GoK and 
NINETY DAYS in respect of all other 
categories of installations, the application 
shall be deemed as CANCELLED. However, if 
before the expiry of above said period, the 
Applicant requests for extension of time for 
fulfilling the said requirements by a further 
period not exceeding 180 days or 90 days as 
the case may be, the same shall be renewed 
once subject to payment of re-registration cum 
processing charges as specified under Clause 
30.01. If the Applicant fails to fulfill the above 
requirements within such extended period, the 
application shall be deemed as CANCELLED. 
On cancellation of the application, 
registration/ re-registration cum 

processing charges shall stand forfeited.

2004, in the schedule, 

(1) in the entries relating to the category of posts of Sub-Inspector of Police (Civil) at serial number 10, for the 
entries in column (6), under the heading “(a) age limit” the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

“Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 6(2-A) of the Karnataka Civil Services 
(General Recruitment) Rules 1977, the candidate as on the last date of the receipt of 
application for appointment to the post must have attained the age of 21 years but not have 
attained the age of, 

(1) 30 years in the case of persons belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other Backward Classes; 
and 

(2) 28 years in the case of other candidates: 
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Provided that in the case of the candidate who is an ex-serviceman discharged 
from service by reason of demobilization, retrenchment or retirement, age limit shall be 
relaxed by the number of years of military service rendered by him plus additional three 
years. However, ex-servicemen who have previously availed benefit of ex-servicemen 
reservation for any Government service shall not be eligible to avail the benefit again under 
these rules.” 

(2) in the category of posts of “Police Constable (Civil), (Men and Women)” at serial 
number 14, in column (6), 

(i) under the heading “(2) Age Limit” after item (2), the following shall be inserted, namely:- 
"(3) thirty years in the case of Tribals staying in the Forest areas of Karnataka. 

(ii) in serial number (3), in sub-item (ii), the following proviso shall be inserted, namely:- 

“Provided that in case of Tribals staying in the Forest areas of Karnataka, the Physical 
Standard shall be as follows:- 

For Men: 

Height - 155 Cms 

Chest - 75 Cms (Fully expanded with a minimum expansion of 5 cms)" 

For Women: 

Height - 150 Cms 

Explanation:- For the purpose of said rules, tribal means "Candidates belonging to any of the tribal 
communities of Siddis, Jenukuruba, Kadukuruba, Yerava, Soliga, Kudiya, Gowdlu, Hasalaru, Malaikudiya and 
Koraga in the forests of Uttara Kannada-Karwar, Dakshina Kannada-Mangalore, Udupi, Chickmagalur, Shimoga, 
Kodagu, Chamarajanagara and Mysore".
